The machine keeps a cor- 
ect registry of the number of votes 
ach candidate has received as soon as 
he polls close and itself makes as many 
ally sheets as are wanted with absolute 
orrectness. It is about 15 by 30 inches 
ad it is not expensive to manufacture. 
?he voter by the use of the machine is 
nabled to vote either a "straight" or a 
ixed ticket, and a moment or two is 


andidate for whom he wishes to vote, 
'he vote ia not cast finally, however, 
util one of the 
judges of election 


ouches a lever. The machinery is se- 
urely locked until the judge of election 
ermits its use, and remains locked after 
he election is over,showing within itself 
he vote in detail, aa long aa may be de- 
ired.

written evidently with the intention of 
misleading those who read it, among 
other numerous misstatoments, treats 
tho legislation on silver in ]873 as u 
crime that was covertly carried through 
congress without tho knowledge of those 
who voted to pass tho bill.

First, there was not a. single dollar of 


silver in circulation at the ticno and in 
all tho yeiirs prior to that in tho history 
of the government only 8,0-15.838 silver 
dollars had bcun coined, and as a matter 
of fact tilver had cut a sorry figure us 
money. 


Second, As to tho act having been 


passed through congress by stealth the

provided for tho coinage of tho silvei 
trade dollar of -120 grains and dropped 
tho silver dollar oE '112/'< grains, tho half 
dime und threo cent pieces. It was sub-

finance nnd reported December 19,1870, 
and passed the senato January 10, 1871, 
The bill went to the house and was scut 
to tho eoinmilteo on coinage and was re- 
ported from the committee February 215, 
1871, but was not reached that session. 
March 9, 187'2it was again introduced in 
tho hoiiBO and passed that branch May 
'11,1872 iu u n amended form. 
It went 


back to tho sonato and was finally pass- 
oil Jan. 17, 187;i, It then went to con- 
ference and became a law Feb. 12, 
1873—almost threo years after it was 
originally drafted. It was read and re- 
read and debated over and over again. 
The debates occupy 6G columns of tho 
Congressional Globe.

Delivering Lectures and

In the mail yesterday came this letter 


from Rev. Geo. F. Hall, who will return 
this month from his extended western 
trip: 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., April 30, '95. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN: Leaving Decatur 


April 8, Mrs. Hall and I stopped three 
days at St. George, Kan., where we vis- 
ited relatives, and left our two little boys 
with grandma. Proceeding to Emporia, 
Kan., I delivered two addresses in my 
old pulpit. Having served as pastor at 
this place two and a half years, it was a 
genuine pleasure to meet and greet the 
good old friends who tilled the building 
as in by-gone days. 


From'Emporia we went straight to 


Pomona, Cal., a ride of over 2000 miles. 
It took us three days and nights to 
make the trip. 
For the reasonable sum 


of $12 we secured a double berth in ono 
of the Pullman company's $18,000 cars. 
This greatly enhanced the pleasure of 
an otherwise tiresome journey. 
Mr. 


Pullman may be a monopolist of the 
worst typo, but he deserves a vote of 
thanks on tho part of all who would 
cross the western plains in luxury. 


The scenery along the Santa i e route 


is not nearly so fme as along tho Colo- 
rado lines. In Eastern I'olorado wo en- 
countered a sand storm which delayed 
our train two hours. In Arizona and 
New Mexico there are hundreds of miles 
of desert country, 
with 
little 
to 


see 
save "adobe" houses 
and 
an 


occasional alfalfa 
ranch. 
But 
for 


a 
burglar 
who 
tried 
to escape 


from the sheriff, and a young married 
couple who manifested much uffectioii 
for each other, the long ride would have 
been quite tedious. At a small station 
in Arizona we saw a real cow-boy, with 
tho 
proverbial six-shooter 
strapped 


about him. Ho was in good humor, and 
seemed as harmless as tho pony he rode, 
Mrs. Hall counted 24 dead cattle be- 
tween two mile posts. The past winter 
was evidently u severe ouo on tho great 
herds that find sustenance in the valleys 
among the bleak hills of this dcsolute 
land. 


Passing from San Bernardino, we soon 


found ourselves among 
the 
orange 


orchards of southern /California. 
Oh, 


what a delightful contrast to the hot, 
barren, bono-covered plains! I wish all 
our friends in Decatur could have a few 
good whiffs from tho fragrant valleys of 
this land of flowers and 
fruit. 
The 


orange trees wore at thoir boat. We 
picked blossoms und ripo fruit from the 
some tree. They bear almost the your 
round. Lemons, apricots, olivee, prunes 
grapes, etc., also thrive in this locality. 
At Pomona we stopped two days und 
delivered lectures. Here we mot u well- 
known Decatur boy, Charlie Smith, 
who was compelled to leave Illinois on 
account of lung trouble. During his 
four months rcsidonco in Pomona he 
has gained ten pounds, and seems much 
improved. 
With 
his good wife for 


chaperon, he drove us twelve miles or 
more through the rich orchards of this 
gardon spot of the west.

acre. A 10-acre ranch of four years 
old trees is worth about 810,000. A sin 
gle tree often bears 850 worth of or 
angesina season. But it takes hard, 
continuous work to succeed. It is no 
lazy man's paradise. Pooplo talk hard 
times hero as they do and will every- 
where until silver is retnouetizod and 
the finances of the nation are put upon 
a just and equitable basis. 


At Los Angeles we witnessed ono of 


tho grand parados of the La Fiesta, a 
six days carnival, similar to the Mardi 
Gran of New Orleans. Avast number 
of visitors thronged the city, which was 
beautifully decorated in Spanish colors. 
Los Angeles claims a population of 90,- 
000, and is certainly ono of the prettiest 
und most prosperous cities of America. 
It is a veritable young Chicago. I de- 
livered two addresses here, and met 
many friends from eastern states. Be- 
tween sermoDB Sunday 
I 
rode 100 


miles. This is u land of magnificent dis- 
tances, and a hundred miles is a small 
journey to Cnlifornians. 
The state is 


770 miles in length, and 330 miles wide 
at ono point. 


At Sunnyside we visited relatives who 


formerly lived at Fairbury, III. They 
own an orange ranch and-soom to be 
doing well. They are infatuated with 
the climate, and claim that money could 
not hire them to leavo California. They 
are fourteen miles from tho Mexican 
line. In their locality frost, snow, cy- 
clones, etc., are unknown. They have 
yory little rain, depending entirely upon 
irrigation for their crops. Flowers of 
overy description bloom tho year round. 
Calla lilies grow in the gardon perpetu- 
ally, almost as luxuriantly as onions in 
Illinois. And oh! the palm trees and 
giant cactus! I would give £100 for one 
of each if I could make thorn thrive in 
my yard in Decatur. 


Leaving Los Angeles a train of eleven 


sleepers, all crowded, carried us to San 
Francisco, a distance of 500 miles. Hero 
and at Sou Jose I delivered! eight ser- 
mons and lectures. Thence to Portland, 
Oregon, Walla Walla and Waitsburg, 
Wash.; Salt Lake City, Salina, Kan.; 
Kansas City, Mo., and home. The 40 
days' trip will embrace about 20 address- 
ee, and a journey of over 5,000 miles. 
We are both well and gaining in flesh 
and color (or Mexican tan, Mrs. Hall 
culls it). We expect to arrive in Deca- 
tur by May 19, in good season for our 
state Sunday school convention "which 
meets at the tabernacle May 21-24.

In the Decatur papers this week have 


appeared the vigorous kick made through 
George F. Jenkins, master carpenter, by 
the Illinois Central Railroad company, 
against the Wabash, for its alleged failure 
to|join with the Central in the enterprise 
of building a new union depot at Deca- 
tur. Mr. Jenkins, it will be remembered, 
lodged a strong indictment against the 
Wabash, and now George C. Kinsman, 
the Wabash superintendent of telegraph, 
comes back at the Central, entering a 
general denial to the accusation. 
He 


says in his published card: 


'Mr. Jenkins' statements are so far 


from the truth that we must in charity 
assume that they were made simply for 
advertising purposes; but since he states 
that it is a matter of record, will ho 
kindly produce all the correspondence 
which has been exchanged by the man- 
agement of the two companies on this 
subject? The maintenance of his own 
integrity and justice to the citizens of 
Decatur seems to demand this." 


Mr. Kinsman is in a position to know 


whereof he speaks. It will now be in 
order for Mr. Jenkins, or some other 
equally prominent Central official, to 
answer promptly, so that the people of 
Decatur may havo the facts in the case. 


But the people would much rather 


see a new depot than read accusations 
and statements. It is not denied by any 
of the railway officials that Docatur 
ought to havo a creditable union sta- 
tion. 
All agree that ono should bo 


ilt to better accommodate the public 


and in justice to our growing city. But 
as yet there is no visible effort being 
made to got the structure. 


Docatur has many public gatherings, 


and our business men are frequently 
called upon to contribute for tho enter- 
tainment of the crowds which come to 
camp-meetings, 
conventions, 
society 


meetings, tournaments,etc.,and in many 
instances the railways profit most by 
the gatherings. Still tho railway com- 
panies are content to got along with the 
old makeshift of a depot, the recollec- 
tions of which to the visitor does not 
impress him favorably with Decatur as 
a cityi 


It is to be hoped that for the good 


name of all the ralroads centering here 
they will get together speedily and put 
up a now depot of such beauty and con- 
venience that in futuro all Decatur peo- 
plo and the traveling public as well will 
unite in prens of praise and thanks- 
giving.
